“For if God spared not the angels 
that sinned, but cast them down to 
hell.“ Now in this passage the word 
hell seems very consistent. It looks 
as though all the conditions are pre- 
sent to justify the use of the word as a 
place of punishment. It speaks not 
of but of devils; hence it cannot 
mean the grave. We turn to the ori- 
ades nor enna, but Lartarwue, 
which means “a lower region, where 
the wicked are punished.” In this 
therefore, and in this case only, 

the word is appropriate, as it appli 
to the doom of fallen angels and not 
to man.

termine the extent and importance of its operations. The four regular com- 
panies that have already left Liverpool, and the occasional emigrants who 
have gone between, give a total of 1,188 souls who have left these shores for 
the land of Zion; returning missionaries not being considered in this esti- 
mate. One company more, that of Qetoher 16th, is * to go, and probably 
will not be a large one. 

While this number falls below that 0 some ‘previons seasons, in many 
respects it is very satisfactory and encouraging. We think it is much higher 
than any one acquainted with the general condition of the Saints in the 
European Mission, in the beginning of the season, expected it to be. A few 
reflections in relation to these circumstances and results may afford encou- 
ragement to many poor, faithful Saints, whose deliverance from Babylon is 
yet a desired consummation to be achieved in the future. 

There are many now in Zion who a few months ago had not the slightest 
earthly prospect for deliverance. ‘The way has opened up and deliverance 
has come in a most unexpected manner, and the faith of many Latter-day 
Saints has been increased and their testimony te by the manifest 
deliverance which God has wrought, out for them. 

We have been much interested in the experiences of some of. the Saints 

who have gone up to Zion the present season, as related to us by themselves 
and by the Elders who have been acquainted with their circumstances. One 
important lesson taught by these experiences is, that a strict obedience to the 
commandments of God, and a faithful compliance with the requirements of 
the Gospel in our daily lives and conduct, are the surest means we can adopt 
to secure the blessing and favor of God in our deliverance from Babylon. 
We could illustrate this principle by many striking examples, but there are 
so many of them that have come within range of the experience and observa- 
tion of our readers themselves, that it is quite unnecessary. All this is strictly — 
in accordance with the genius of our holy religion. The Lord has said it is 
His business to provide for His Saints, and we may be sure if we fulfill our 
part by being truly His Saints, He will fulfill His part in providing for us. 
There is another declaration of Holy Writ that has application and relevancy 
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to this subject. “Seek ye first the kingdom of God and his righteousness; 
and all these things shall be added unto you.” The shortest and surest road 
to the attainment of all the blessings: we need in this life and the next is that 
of duty. The Lord will leave none of His obedient; faithful Saints in Baby- 
lon to be overtaken by her destruction. Before He would allow this He 
would send His angels to take them by the hand and lead them out as Lot 
and his family were led out of Sodom, ere it was given up to destruction. 
There are many faithful Saints yet in this land who are desirous of gathering 
to Zion, and who at. present’ see no earthly prospect of their wishes being 
gratified. The same road is open for them that thousands of others have 
found and ‘traveled. . Serve God and keep His commandments, and carry out 
the counsels of the servants of God in all things; do all you can for your own 
deliverance, and your heavenly Father will assist you; and you will see His 
overruling hand guiding and leading you, and opening up your way toa 
realization of your deliverance in a manner that will be marvelous in your 
eyes, and fill you with joy unspeakable. - There is a reality about the Gospel 
of Jesus Christ. It is no myth, nor a mere form of Godliness without the 
realization of all our righteous desires. 

We do not pretend to say that all Wie gabe to Zion are faithful mid 
devoted Latter-day Saints. The Gospel net still maintains its peculiarity of 
gathering im bad fish with the good, and the time has not yet come for the 
wheat to be entirely free from tares-. Every step we take in the kingdom of 
God brings fresh trials of our faith and further tests of our integrity, and 
gradually sifts out those whose hearts are not right before Him. Some who 
are called Latter-day Saints apostatize while still in their native country, 
others endure until they reach the land of Zion and then apostatize. Of the 
many who go up there a few return. Some of these have not prepared them- 
selves for the change, and after coming back return to the fold and make the 
journey again and become good Latter-day Saints. It seems a roundabout 
way of doing business, but some people appear to require all this change and 
travel before they can fully understand themselves. There are still a few, 
however, who go up to Zion and return with bitterness in their hearts against 
the people and work of God; and determined’ to do them all the Harm they 
can. There are various causes thab lead to this disastrous result, but none 
of them are good. We have met and talked with some individuals of this 
class and enquired the cause of their change of heart. Invariubly they have 
found ‘fault with the people they have met. Somebody had ill-treated them, 
or they thought they had, which to them amounted to precisely the same 
thing. The principles were all right, but the people were all wrong. Every 
one was wrong but themselves. This is a terrible condition to get into, and 
we have more pity than anger for those who thus make shipwreck of their 
faith. They are not happy. There is a restlessness and anxiety about them 
that are very distressing to themselves and uncomfortable to those about 
them, and their condition is a very unenviable one indeed. If they have 
tasted of the good things of the Gospel it gives them a disrelish for anything 
else. Having once enjoyed the substauce and power of true religion they 
- ein never be satisfied with the empty forms and vais’ shadows of man- made 
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and powerless systems of false religion, and henceforth they become as 
“clouds without water, carried about of winds; trees whose fruit ee, 
without fruit, twice dead, plucked up by the roots.” ia 

Before we go up to Zion we should carefully examine e aki fully 
understand the motive that governs us. If it be to more perfectly serve God 
and keep His commandments, and to throw in our lot with the people of 
God come whatever may, it is and will be well with us. Zion is a people and 
principle as well as a locality, If Zion be not in our hearts we will not find 
it in Utah nor anywhere else, No place can be a land of Zion to us unless 


our hearts are pure, for Zion is the pure in heart.” If we duly observe 


these principles we will never get into the condition of those m 
ones to whom we have referred. 

It was not to be expected that so einst a e of the great latter- 
day work as the Gathering would escape the opposition of our enemies. It 
was one of the causes of the persecutions that the Saints met with in Missouri 
and Illinois. It is not many years’ since a prominent American statesman 
made himself ridiculous by issuing circulars to the various governments with 
a view to checking the emigration of the Saints to America. This season an 
official of less authority, but equal prejudice, has striven to induce the Ame- 
rican government to prohibit the landing of our emigrants in New York, by 
wresting existing laws from their plain intent. We are not afraid of any 
general test-that the American government may introduce in their immigra- 
tion laws for the purpose of excluding objectionable persons from their shores. 
We can subscribe to every condition that is proper and just for ordinary emi- 
grants. Nothing but a gross perversion of present laws or an enactment of 


special ones, framed and administered to exclude Latter-day Saints, as such, 


from “the land of freedom,” can seriously interfere with our emigration. 
The enactment of such laws would be a concession to the demands of reli- 
gious intolerance and bigotry, not likely to be made by a government that 


- preserves the least respect for the forms of freedom and justice. G. Be

in it. n impurity must be riven asun- 
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growing out of the multitude ‘of huůman weaknesses must cease; the love of 
self and of pleasure supplanted by the love of God and the love of neighbor; 


greed and covetousness succumb to charity, and the will of man, as pertain- 
ing to the Church, swallowed up in the will of. God, and a more perfect 
unity of faith and works be brought about. Among the many evils which 
must be corrected, that of the neglect of families wives and children—by 
husbands and fathers, is not the least. I am convinced that many. have 


brought themselves under the displeasure of the Lord because of their slack- 


ness and unworthiness n the sacred obligations they have assumed 
in regard to their f while 

and variety of opinion on ae en. matters. Some may think that the weight 
of God’s displeasure has fallen upon those who have been most prominent in 
ä carrying out the counsels of the Almighty, especially in regard to plural
